A Reign of Terror in Marshall, 
Texas. 


Correspondence of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, 
MARSHALL, Texas, Aprif 21, 1809, 

Since I wrote to you, further arrests 
have bsen made at Jefferson. The mili- 
tary power, instead of relaxing its rigor, 
has increased in the severity of its treat- 
ment toward the prisoners anid its exac- 
tions upon the people. Tyranny ever 
commences with caution, becoming 
more boid and insolent as it finda that it 
meeis with resistance. Despo- 
tism, ever insidious in its first move- 
ments, becomes more relentless its 
progress. The town is overrua with de. 
tectives that even invade the sanctity of 
private dweliings, bribe servants and 
eavedrop at windows. Swagzeriog offi- 
cers, ‘‘dreesedin alittle brief authority,’’ 
strut with swaggering gait through the 
streets, and lord it over the people. In- 
solent negroes and drunken soldiers take 
up the sidewalks. Citizens no longer 
telk openly and boidiy, bat secretly and 
in ‘bated whiepers.’?’ No man feels safe. 
To be incarcerated in the Bastile* that 
has been erected involves pecuniary rau- 
in, family grief, and what degree of hu- 
miliation will never be Known uatil the 
persons now in it are relieved and al- 
iowed to speak with freedom. We have 
rumors that the sweat box and other 
means of torture have been resorted to. 
How much truth there is in thee re- 
ports I cannottell. Everything is mar- 
aged so secretiy, and such a terrorism 
prevails throughout the place, that it is 
impossible to find out. Men whom I 
know to be brave and true shrink wiih 
terror from the pr ct of a personal in- 
terview with the horrors of this prison.

A HURRICANE, 


Tornado and Waterspout on the 
Ohio. 


From the. cfficers of the steamer L2o0- 
nora No. 2, which arrived in port last 
evening, we get information of a most 
degiruojive hurricane that swept across 
the country above Wickliffe’s landing, 
thirty-five miles up the river, on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. While the Leonora 
was moored atthe landing, about 4:59 
o'clock, the pilot on dyty saw two im- 

mense clouls come together a short dis- 
tance off, rendered still more awful. by 
deafening thunder aud biinding lighi- 
ning, rushed with indescribable fary 
acroes the river, Just above the landing. 
Immediate'y.ou reaching the stream the 
fierce tornado lifted a great body of the 
| water and hurled it along over the bank, 
deluging the vicinity and exciting the 
utmost terror amoug the people. The 
path of the hurricaus was about one 
_busdred yards in width. Throughcut 
| this track for miles on both sides of the 
river the devastation was complete. 
| Houses, trees, fences, etc., were uptoro 
and scattered like straws in ail 
directions. The air was densely filled 
with huge Jimbs of trees aud other frag- 
ments, and the whole region of the 
storm was in & states of waaocs, In the 
general destruction the dwelling of a Mr. 
Goeshler was blown down, and that of 
David Hogan was completely razad. In 
the latter bouse were four or five per- 
sous, ail of whom were more or leas in- 
jJured. Sid Lee’s barn aud a new dwel- 
iing near by were unroofed. A lookout 
or station at the landing was biown en- 
tirely away, Although the [sonora lay 
somé distauve below ihe line of the main 
hurricane, all of ber eky lights were 
shattered, and the g!ass huried into the 
cabin, creating & wild panic among the 
passengers. If the boat had been within 
full rauge of the squall she would have 
ZONS UN ihe spont teetotaliy.

This terrible blast was followed by rain 
that fell jn toiyents and {1o0ded the whole 
fegion sround.

More Radical BRascalily Un- 
masked. 


A Sweet-Scented Scalawaz 
Postmaster, 


A Pet Appotntee of Ciayton's 
is Arrested for Bobbing 
the Mail, an@ Arson. 


We learned last night the details of as 
pretty a piece of systematic rascalily as 
we have heard of in some time—being 
the exploits of one W. D. Barden, the 
Radical poatmagter et Madison, Ark. 

This Barden, who, it sppears, is a ‘Ten- 
nessee scalawag, Was recommended by 
Clayton for the postmastership of Madi- 
son in 1867, and got the appointment. 
Ravelaiions recentiy made show that he 
nad hardly got warra in the cffice before 
he began plundering the mails, and the 
practice thus begun continued up to the 
15th ult., through a period oi over two 
yeare. 

Our informant did not give us the 
whole modus operandi of his detection, 
but it appears that he bad long been sus- 
pected, apd some weeks ago the uew ad. 
ministration determined to appoint «ne 
Groghan to the position and give Barden 
bis walking ticket. Tue appointment 
wassenton by mail, but Groghan neve 
got it, and Barden continusa to exercise 
ihe functions of the office. This was the 
clue which caused the arres!, which was 
made by the United States Marshal on 
Monday ‘asi, | 

As soon as Barden wes put in durance 
his house was searched and many evi- 
dences of guilt were discovered. Among 
other things an oid coat Was found, in 
which were envelopes and parts of let- 
ters running back to the spring of ’67. 

The marshal, not being thoroughly 
posted in the law pertaining tohis duties, 
released Barden on bail. _ 

While he was around town, on bail, a 
houses belonging to a former deputy of 
his was burned under such suspicious 
circumstances that the arson was imme- 
diately charged to him. Several things, 
indeed, point most conclusively to him, 
among other things a peculiar shvoe- 
track, made by the incendiary, was 
recognized as his. Hs was consequently 
rearrested on Thursday (day before yes- 
terday) on charge of arson. Since his 
s2coud arrest he has made a full confes- 
sion of his guiit in the matter of the rob- 
bery, and admitted thet he was prepsr- 
ing torun away and forfeit his bonds 
when he was arrested the second time. 
He will bs examined next Wednesday, 
when we will give our readers a full re- 
port of the proceedings.

FEARFUL TRAGBHSY. 


Bickerstaff, the Partner of Cul- 
len Baker, “Sent Up” 
The is Done by “Ex-

The Lest of the Arkansas and 
Texas Desperadeaes, 


| 


Some few months ago we gave an ac- 
count of the hunting down and shooting 
of thse notorious Cullen Baker, the des- 
perade, who, with his confederates, so 
long beld Scuthern Arkansas and North- 
eastern Texas la terror, and levied tax | 
red handed upen the people of both 
States. We mentioned at the time that 
bul two more of the gang remained— 
Ben Bickerstaff and Thompson, ; 
We have now the details of the tragic 
end of theses twe usdnu, with whom per- 
ish the last vestige of the once powerfa! 
band of Cullen Biker. We take them 
from an ‘‘extra’’ issued by the Waxa- 
hatchie (Texas) Argus of April 9th. 
They are as foliows: 
Ben Bickersteff, waivereally known in 
Northern Texas as the master associate 
of the late Cullen M, Baker, and Thomp.- 
son, latterly the most active, energetic 
and fearful accomplice of the former, met 
with a horrible and unexpected death ai 
Alvarado, Jobnson couaty, on yaster- 
day evening (8°h inst.) at about sunset 
‘be particulara af the tragic oecurrence 
were recounted to us this morning by 
Mr. A. G. Barnes, in the presence of 
Messrs. David and John Myers, all of 
whom are citizans of Alvarado, and were 
participants in the terrible affaie, 
Bickerstaff and Thompson had been 
residing for some months oear Alvarado, 
and it was their custom to visit the place 
late in the evenixg, and curing the night 
to institute @ carnival of robbery and 
other crime. BickersiafY hai assumed 
the name of Thompson, and was known 
to the of the community by that 
name, But it appears that a few indi- 
viduals knew his real name. Time 
passed, and the criminals became belder 
and their outregeous acts grew to be more 
unbesrabie. Consequently, on the fata! 
evening mentioned, the good citizens of 
the village prepared themselves with 
shooling apparatus for the purpose of 
ridding their community of these, the 
greates' pests they had ever known. 
The hour at which the desperadoee 
usually visited them, approached, and 
wiih 1¢ came the parties for whom they 
ao anxicyusly looked. A feeling net un- 
inixed with acxiety and pain was depic- 
ted‘upon every face. The men rode upto 
the horse rack and dismouated, and as 
soon as they had slighted a shower of 
death dealing leaden balls was direct: d 
atthem. Thompson was killed iastant- 
ly, and Bickerstoff was struck in three 
places. Notwithstanding his frightful 
aud mortal wounds, one of which either 
burst the bail of his right eye, or so con- 
tuced it as to render it entirely sightless, 
he fired two well aimed shots at his ad- 
versarie3, one ball passing through the 
ciotbes of one of his antagonists, and a 
shot striking a guuin the bands cf an- 
other. He then fired several shots at 
random, showing, while even in the 
clutches of death, the desperate and un- 
conquerableepirit that had attended him 
ali aiong through his career of crime. 
Wien he was prostrated upon the 
ground, and his adversaries were gath- 
ered around, he exclaimed, ‘' You have 
killed as brave @ Man as thereis in the 
South.’”?’ He was disposed to ba commu- 
ulcative, but he failed to get any inter- 
esfed or attentive auditors. 
Thus passed from eartha man who 
had, doubtiesa, steeped himself in crimes 
as heinous and foul as are Known in the 
annals of this country, and the instances 
of his Iawleasuess are, perhaps, only 
second in‘number to thcse of his former 
chief and master spirit, Callen M Baker; 
and that merely by reason that ths latter 
was more inveterate in the business, — 
Thompscr bad been a citizea of Alva- 
rado—havirg lived there, we believe,.as 
a respected citizen for about two years. 
He was seduced into’ the vicious 
career, upon which he had entered, by 
Bickerstaff, a man who was then already 
weil advanced on the highway of crime. 
-We lcarn that sowe arrests of 
of Alvarado have been maie, it bring 
suepected that they were accessories of 
Bickerstaff and Tocmpson. We forbear 
to mentiou names, as the partiss have 
been highly respected, aod as there is 
not yet proof posivive of their connection
